Grant  is  a  brave  man,  not  only  fear- 
less in  all  necessary  exposure  of  his 
person  in  battle,  but  gool,  calculating, 
and  clearly  administrative  in  danger 
A  splendid  horseman,  and  of  great  per- 
sonal endurance,  perhaps  he  is  seen  to 
best  advantage  on  the  field  of  battle 
directing  the  movements. 

lie  is  a  true  man  ;  true  in  his  aims, 
and  in  his  adherence  to  them  ;  true  in 
speech  and  in  act.  He  has  no  tortuous 
policy,  no  subterranean  movements. 
He  does  not  parade  his  thoughts,  in- 
deed, but  he  does  not  mean  one  thing 
and  say  another.  He  has  no  talking 
gift,  and  he  cultivates    silence,  whicli. 


A  SCRAP  OF  HISTORY. 

There  have  been  ten  specific  at- 
tempts to  defy  the  authority  of  the 
Federal  Government  since  its  forma- 
tion. The  present  attempt  of  the 
cotton  States  to  secede  makes  the  elev- 
enth. 

The   first    was  in    1782,  and  was  a. 
conspiracy  of  some  of  the  officers  of  the 
Federal  army  to   consolidate  the   thir- 
teen   States   into  one,  and    ccufer  the 
supreme  power  on  Washington. 

The  second  was  in  17^1,  called 
"Shay's  lusurrection,"   in    Massachu 

S^ittS. 

The  third  was  in  1794,  popularly 
called  "  The  Whisky  Insurrection  of 
Pennsylvania.'' 

The  fourth  instance  was  in  1814,  by 
the  Hartford  Convention   Federalists. 

The  fifth,  on  which  occasion  the  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  Union  came  into 
collision,  was  in  1820,  under  the  ad 
mini  ^tration  of  Monroe,  and  occurred 
on  the  question  of  the  admission  of 
Missouri  into  the  Union. 

The  sixth  was  a  collision  between 
the  Legis'ature  of  Georgia  and  the 
Federal  Government,  in  regard  to  cer 
tain  lands  given  by  tlie  latter  to  the 
Greek  Indians. 

The  seventh  was  in  1820,  with  the 
Cherokees  in  Georgia. 

The  eighth  was  the  memorable  Nul- 
lifying Ordinance  of  South  Carolina  in 
1«32. 

The  ninth  was  in  1842,  and  occurred 
in  Rhode  Island,  between  the  "Suffrage 
Association"  and  State  authoiities. 

The  tenth  was  in  1856,  on  the  part 
of  the  Mormons,  who  resisted  the  Fed- 
eral authority. 

The  eleventh  attempt  is  the  present 
one,  made  by  the  cotton  States  to  se- 
cede from  the  Union,  on  the  pretext  of 
the  election  of  Lincoln,  but  really  be- 
cause the  sentiment  in  favor  of  free- 
dom is  extending  through  the  nation. 
The  attempt  was  inaugurated  by  the 
secession  resolve  of  South  Carolina, 
passed  on  the  18th  of  December,  li:60.

WHAT  MAKES   GOLD  GO  UP. 

People  are  wondering  why  gold  con- 
tinues to  advance  when  everything 
looks  so  favorable  for  the  ultimate  suc- 
cess in  the  field.  We  find  in  the  New 
York  papers  two  reasons,  and  there  is 
doubtless  truth  in  both.  Says  the 
Express  : 

"  There  is  a  clique  in  Wall  and  Wil 
liam  streets  and  elsewhere  striving  to 
run  up  gold  to  $'2  90,  oxpecting  then  to 
sell  out  at  a  large  profit.  Some  of  the 
speculators  have  also  made  large  bets 
that  gold  will  reach  this  price,  and  are 
ready  to  sacrifice  a  good  doal  to  win 
their  bets,  even  though  they  lose  money 
upon  the  speculation  for  a  time.  The 
souls  of  the  speculators  must  be  a 
good  deal  harder  than  the  metal  in 
which  thev  deal,  and  they  seem  to  care 
but  little  what  becomes  of  the  country 
or  its  people,  so  that  they  profit  by  the 
war.'' 

Siys  the  New  York  Herald  : 
"  Wall  street  is  in  a  measure,  in  the 
hand  of  rebel  sympathizers,  and  direct 
rebel  agents,  who  create  a  fictitious 
price  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
embarrassed  condition  of  affairs  at  the 
North,  to  dispirit  our  people  and  give 
comfort  to  the  enemy. 

There  is  nothing  substantial  in  the 
way  these  gentry  carry  on  the  pro- 
ceedings, except  the  success  which 
attends  them  A  rebel  agent  nominal- 
ly buys  or  sells  with  another  with 
whom  he  is  in  collusion  at  a  high  rate, 
neither  of  them  having  a  dollar  with 
which  to  operate  ;  and  this  quotation 
is  immediately  blazoned  abroad  as  the 
price  of  gold,  whereas  there  is  really 
no  gold  at  all  represented  in  the  trans- 
action. 

That  JeflC  Davis  has  agents  operating 
to  break  down  our  finances  has  been 
proved  by  intercepted  cprrespondence. 
And  in  one  sense  every  speculator  in 
gold  who  operates  for  a  raise  is  an 
agent  of  Jeff.  Davis.  The  moral  obli- 
quity of  these  gold  speculators  is  only 
equaled  by  their  lack  of  patriotism."

Killed  ia  battle,  in  front  of  Petersburg,  Va..  on 
the  ISth  instant,  Charles  I.  Clark,  formerly  of  this 

place. 

Of  the  many  who  have  fallo;  in  battle  none 
will  be  more  generally  missed  !n  the  community, 
and'few  more  deeply  mourned  than  the  gallant 
soldier  who  fell  at  the  assault  upon  Petersburg. 
His  native  wit,  humor,  cheerfulness  of  disposi- 
tion, and  kiuJness  and  gentleness  of  manner 
made  him  a  favorite  with  all,  while  his  superior 
mental  and  moral  endowments  endeared  him  to 
the  few  who  knew  him  intimately. 

The  deceased  was  a  native  of  Wolfboro,N.  H. 
had  been  a  resident  of  this  State   the   past  ten 
years,  and  was  about  :;3  years  of  age.     He  enlist- 
ed in  the  First  Minnesota  Regiment  of  Volunteers; 
was  taken  prisoner  at  the  batlle  of   Bull  Uun,  and 
after  enduring  months  of  torture  in   Southern 
prisons,  was  released  on  parole.     In  the  summer 
of  1802  he  made  what  proved  to   be  his  farewe.l 
visit  to  hi*  parents  and   family  friends,  and  soon 
afterwaid  rejoined  the  array.     He  was  present  at 
the  battles  of   Gettysburg    and    Fredericksburg, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  had  almost  completed 
his  term   of    service.       His    recent  visit   to  this 
place   will   long   be  remembered  by    those  who 
were  favored   with   his  company.     He  had  seen 
much  <'f  the  world,  and  had   profited    by  the  ac- 
quaintasce  ;  and,  though  somewhat  sobered  by 
the  hardships  of  the  soldier's  life,  h's  ^as  still  the 
genial. joyous,  gushiag  catu:-^  .wliiob   ever  made 
him  live   welceme    visitor^     io    tis   intercourse 
with  those  whose  guest   he  was  during  the  past 
furlough,  he  mauifesU-d  almost  a  filial  teuderness 
and  confidence.     To  the  writer  he  said,  after  re- 
counting the    perils  he  had  escaped  :     "1  have 
been  in  many  places  from  which  I  never  expec- 
ted to  come  out  alive,  and  though  J  may    have 
felt  fear,  I  never    for  one  moment  lost   courage 
or  selt-piissession."      Thus  depart   to    a    higher 
sphere  the  brave  and  the  good.     Honor  to  their 
memories  !  ^"

LOSSES  OF  OUR  ARMY. 
The  losses  of  our  army  daring  tlie 
campaign  of  General  Grant  have  been 
greatly  exaggerated  We  hear  upon 
the  best  official  autnority  that  the 
number  of  the  killed,  from  the  time  the 
army  crossed  the  Rapidan  until  it 
reached  the  James  river,  did  not  exceed 
four  thousand  men.  The  wounded 
numbered  something  over  forty  thous- 
and, including  cusnaltiea  of  every 
description  less  than  fifty  thousand  ; 
while  the  deaths  of  these  woanded  men 
are  so  far  not  much  in  exceee  of  two 
thousand,  or  from  four  to  five  per  cent. 
The  injuries  of  the  wounded  men  in 
the  majority  of  cases  are  very  slight. 
The  permanent  loss  to  our  army  for  the 
time  mentioned,  may  be  twelve  to  fif* 
teen  thousand  men,  but  not  in  any  case 
more  than  twenty  thousand,  and  the 
loss  of  lile  is  much  less. — [N.  Y.  Eve- 
ning Post.

A.  J.  Siuiili  futi-ht  Forrest  at 
Tupelo,  Mi«s  ,  and  whipped  him  badly 
ill  several  enj^agenients.  Rebel  loss 
2.000  ;  ourn  oOO.  Col.  Wilkin,  of  the 
Sth  Minnesota,  was  killed. 

Dispatches  of  the  21st  state  that 
rebel  conaiuissioners  have  been  sent 
with  terms  of  peace.  A  conference 
was  held  with  Horace  Greely  at  Niag- 
ara Falls,  who  laid  the  rebel  proposi- 
tions before  the  President.  But  the 
papers  of  to-day  seem  to  indicate  that 
ibis  peace  effort  will  not  amount  to 
much. 

Tiie  news  from  Atlanta  is,  that  it  is 
probably  evacuated. 

Gold  has  fallen  to  252L 

Business  Reviving. — The  rains  lately 
have  been  plenteous  and  frequent,  and 
our  mill  men  no  longer  mourn  for  want 
of  water.  The  wheels  of  busiuea  run 
with  a  lively  buz ;  and  it  is  cheering 
to  see  and  hear  the  evidences  of  life  re- 
viving in  every  direction.  The  old 
whistle  of  F.  M.  Stowell  &  Co.'s  steam 
aaw  mill  is  heard  again,  calling  the 
workmen  to  their  posts.  The  work  of 
this  concern  is  principally  for  the  man- 
ufacture of  barrels.  James  McCann's 
saw  mill  will  soon  be  put  a  going,  and 
those  who  desire  to  build  may  be  look- 
ing for  a  supply  of  material  for  that 
purpose.  Houston  &  Preacott's  plan- 
ing machine,  and  machinery  for  manu- 
facturing doors,  sash  and  blinds  are 
iiaving  all  they  can  do .  And  the  shops 
of  J.  F.  Blodgett  &  Co.,  Craig  & 
Twitchell,  and  S,  D.  Leraan  seem  to  be 
pushing  business.  The  watchword  is 
''  Oo  ahead.'' 


FIVE  HUNDRED  THOUSAND  MORE 
The  President  has  called  sor  500,- 
000  more  troops,  which  nnust  be  rais- 
ed by  volunteers  or  draft.  Volun- 
teers may  serve  one,  two,  or  three 
years,  and  receive  a  bounty  of  $100 
for  one  year,  f200  for  two  years,  and 
0300  for  three  years  ;  and  after  fifty 
days'  notice,  iT  the  enlistments  of  any 
town,  county,  ward,  or  other  sub-di- 
vision do  not  fill  the  quotas,  a  draft 
will  take  place  on  the  5th  of  Septem- 
ber next,  to  fill  the  deficiency.  Anoka 
will  bo  good  for  a  few  more,  which 
probably  will  be  made  up  by  volun- 
teers.  

Mr.  James  Cooper,  one  of  our  sub- 
scribers, lives  on  the  north  line  of  Ano- 
ka County.

Mr.  Editor  : — That  every  dog  shall 

have  his  day,  is  a  maxiin  in  law  as  old 

at  least  as  Blackstone.    But  that  every 

dog  should  go  in  for  the  same  day,  is  a 

principle    not   so    well  defined.      This 

plan,  however,  was  acted  upon  during 

the  late  "heated  term''  at  the  Justice's 

'Jourt  in  this  town.     In  fact  the  dogs, 

or  their   owners — hosts,  rather,  (for  it 

appears  tiiat  few  men  oitm  dogs  now-a 
days,)  made  an  extensive  raid,  and 
came  near  taking  the  above  named  in- 
stituiion  by  seige.  Had  it  not  been 
lor  the  extreme  heat  at  the  time,  which 
had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  belliger 
ents  into  a  "  melting  mood,"  our  worst 
fears  might  have  been  realized. 

Now  it  appears  that  certain  evil- 
minded  persons,  disorganizers,  have  of 
late  been  industriously  teaching  the 
new-fangled  doctrine  that  *'  there  is  no 
law  that  a  dog  is  bound  to  respect." 
These  teachings  have  been  adopted, 
strange  to  say,  by  some  of  our  leading

regard  not. 

To  bring  these  deluded  parties  to  a 
realizing  sense  that  the  majesty  of  the 
law  must  be  vindicated,  was  the  object 
of  the  complaints  that  brought  these 
offenders  before  the  court,  and  was  the 
immediate  origin  of  all  their  troubles.

It  was 
fouLd  at  once,  however,  that  this  con- 
struction of  their  acts  was  all  wrong 
One  sheep  man  has  not  his  dog  enrolled 
beoause  he  is  too  old  ;  another  because 
he  is  too  young  ;  the  third,  because 
Smith  last  year  " smouged'  from  the 
to'.vu  fund  the  pay  for  one  dog  enter- 
tainment, but  failed  to  have  his  own 
dog,  who  was  master  of  ceremonies  on 
the  occasion,  duly  enrolled.  Mongrel's 
owner,  (he  for  one  had  an  owner,)  lived 
in  St.  Paul,  and  of  course  as  a  good 
citizen  had  him  enrolled  there.  Puppy 
was  found  to  be  too  young  and  inno 
cent.  Whelp  is  not  a  resident,  but 
having  been  abandoned  by  his  natural 
protector,  finds  a  home  only  where 
night  overtakes  him,  and  generous 
hearts  could  not  see  him  starve  ;  and 
last  but  not  least,  poor  Hound  is  an  offi- 
cer and  has  worn  straps  for  a  long  time, 
and  of  course  is  not  amenable  to  those 
wholesome  laws  which  are  made  to 
govern  the  vulgar  herd.

Here  and 
there,  scattered  about  the  ample 
grounds,  were  many  little  groups,  all 
intent  upon  the  greatest  enjoyment. 
Some  were  swinging,  some  earnestly 
talking,  some  running  for  flowers,  sonie 
one  thing,  some  another,  but  all,  '*fuu 
alive." 

The  Band  gave  us  some  real  gems  in 
the  musical  line,  and  we  observed 
some  of  our  staunch  temperance  men 
who  seemed  well  nigh  intoxicated 
while  listening  to  the  strains. 

About  1  P.  M.  singing  and  speaking 
at  the  stand  took  place.  The  chorister 
of  the  Jackson  street  school  led,  and 
they  sung  earnestly,  "  We, II  stand  for 
the   right."       Rev.    Mr.    Lathrop    was 

then     called     to     the  stand,  and  oaid    in 

substance,  that  if  that  was  their  motto, 
then  in  behalf  of  the  Anoka  school  he 
gave  them  a  hearty  welcome.  Rev.  D. 
Cobb,  of  Minneapolis,  then  made  a 
good,  short  address  which  was  followed 
by  singing.  Rev.  Mr.  Hammond,  an 
evangelist  from  the  East,  then  made 
an  address,  which,  though  it  had  some 
good  points  was  too  long,  and  hardly 
suited  to  the  occasion. 

After  the  speaking,  the  audience 
called  loudly  for  the  "  Red,  White,  and 
Blue,'"  which  was  well  played  by  the 
Band,  and  brought  out  three  hearty 
cheers. 

About  4  o'clock  the  movement  for 
the  cars  began,  and  about  5  all  were 
on  board.  A\  the  wheels  rolled  away, 
they  gave  three  rousing  cheers.  Our 
heart  followed  them  ;  and  our  wish  is 
that  when  the  wheels  of  life's  car  stop 
with  each  one,  it  may  be  at  the  depot 
of  eternal  rest.  t

Anoka,  Min. -Climate-Health. 

Probably  no  section  of  the  country 
enjoys  a  more  healthy  and  invigorating 
climate  than  this  northern  portion  of 
the  Mississippi  Valley.  Our  winters 
are  cold,  .about  like  those  of  New- 
Hampshire,  yet  our  coldest  d.ays  are 
usually  calm,  and  enlivened  by  a  clear 
hky  and  bright  sunshine.  The  full  of 
ejiow  is  light  compared  with  that  of  the 
New  England  States.  Long,  driving 
snow  storms  are  unknown,  and  winter 
rains  arc  veiy  rare.  Seldom  in  any 
season  of  the  year  is  mt-door  exercise 
suspended  on  account  of  cold  or  unfa- 
vorable weather.  Spring  is  ctilder 
than  it!  Massachusetts,  but  less  stormy 
and  blustering.  The  summer  months 
are  warmer  than  in  that  State,  having 
the  average  temperature  of  southern 
Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  New  Jersey. 
Long  storms,  and  f'ggy,  misty  weath- 
er are  seldom  seen  ;  untimely  frosts 
are  rare.  Our  sultry  days  are  few  ; 
even  in  midsummer  the  air  is  dry  and 
invigorating.  But  autumn — glorious, 
golden  autumn — is  the  crowning  glory 
of  our  Minnesota  seasons.  All  the 
beauties  of  climate  and  landscape  seem 
to  culminate  in  the  rich,  mellow,  de- 
licious Indian  summer. 

The  face  of  the  country  is  genti}' 
unduluting.  The  soil,  thotigh  rich  and 
exceedingly  fertile,  is  of  a  porous  tex- 
ture, and  readily  absorbs  all  the  rains, 
thus  leaving  no  pools  to  stagnate  and 
send  forth  poisonous  exhalations.  The 
waters  of  our  lakes  and  rivers  are  re- 
markably clear.  The  atmosphere  is  at 
all  seasons  pure  and  tonic ;  the  skies 
generally  bright  and  cloudless. 

With  these  coutlitions  of  climate  and 
soil,  health  is  the  general  experience, 
sickness  the  exception.  Fever  and 
ague  are  unknown  iu  this  part  of  the 
State  ;  consumption  rarely  makes  its 
appearance.  When  epidemics  visit  us 
it  is  in  the  milder  form  which  yields  to 
the  simplest  remedies.  The  same  may 
be  said  of  the  diseases  incident  to  in 
fanc}'  and  childhood.

warm  season  in  quest  of  health.     Rev. 

Dr  Bushnell,  who  spent  nearly  a  year 

in    Minnesota  to   the  great    benefit  of 

his  health,  says  of   the  influence  of  the 

climate: 

"  I  have  known  of  very  many  remarkable  ca.ses 
of  recovery  there  which  had  seemed  to  be  hope- 
less. One  of  a  gentleman  who  was  carried  here 
on  a  litter,  and  became  a  hearty,  robu.st  man. 
Another  who  told  me  he  had  even  coughed  up 
bits  of  his  li:ngs  of  the  size  of  a  walnut,  was 
then,  sfcven  or  eight  mouths  after,  a  perfectly 
sound-looking,  well  .<et  man  with  no  cough  at 
all.  1  lell  in  with  somebody  every  few  days  who 
had  come  there  and  been  restored  ;  and  with 
multitudes  of  others  whose  disease  had  been 
arrested,  so  as  to  allow  the  prosecution  of  busi- 
nes.<!,  antl  who.se  lease  of  life,  as  they  had  no 
doubt,  was  much  lengthened  by  their  mio'ralion 
to  that  region  of  the  country.''

Soon  vege- 
tables will  be  gathered  from  the  garden 
and  the  field,  than  which  nothing  can 
be  more  grateful  or  more  promotive  of 
health  to  him  who  has  been  long  con- 
fiiicd  to  a  diet  of  hard  tack  and  salt 
meats

TO  TAX  PAYERS. 
Mil.  Editor: — I  wish  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  taxpayers  to  my  advertise- 
ment in  this  paper  particulrrly.  The 
idea  seems  to  be  prevalent  that  the 
Collector  must  call  in  person  from  two 
to  five  times  before  the  taxes  can  be 
paid.  Such  is  not  the  law.  Every 
one  assessed  is  presumed  to  know  how 
much  aud  for  «vhat  he  is  taxed,  as  the 
assessment  is  usually  made  upon  his 
own  reprcs^jntation,  and  the  law  pro.

10  per  cent  must  be  added  to  all  un 
paid  taxes.  It  is  not  discretionary 
with  the  collector  to  abate  the  10  per 
cent  penalty  when  incurred.  //  must 
be  paid.  It  is  hoped  that  tax  payers 
will  take  due  notice,  and  govern  them- 
selvs  eaccordingly,
